“In a large college like Sacramento State, 
t is often difficult to bring about 
communication between students and the 
administration, faculty and staff."’ This is 
the reason, explained Professor and SSC 
Ombudsman, James Holden for 
establishing “Rap Session with the 
President.” a series of weekly informal 
meetings with SSC President Dr. Bernard 
L. Hyink and the students 

The first of these rap sessions will be eld 
from 1.15 to3p.m.on Friday, March 19 in 
the Ribera Room in the SSC Food Service 
Building. All students are invited to come 
and attend the sessions. Coffee will be 
available 


During the fall semester, Dr. Hyink met 
with a variety of student groups, including 
the ASSSC Student Senate, the Residence 
Halls Association, the EOP students, as 
well as athletic groups and others. Most of 
these sessions, however, have involved only 

ertain students and have been confined to 
specific problems 

A general all-college “rap session " which 
was attende by representatives of the 
student body, faculty, staff and 
administration in late October, identified a 
number of campus problem areas which 
the participants in the rap session felt 
might be usefully discussed by students 
and the President in an informal meeting 


Holden outlined several of these probjem 
areas in his report following the rap 
session, including such questions as who 
shall govern the college, racial 
discrimination on campus, the governor's 
budget, improving the library and college 
dining facilities, and the need for legal 
counseling for students 

Agenda items for the Friday rap sessions 
during the spring semester will be 
published in the Hornet

Parking “privilege !? 


Would you believe it? $13.00 for what? Does it seem remotely 
possible that you could spend $13.00 « semester for the privilege of 
parking your car. If there was a transfer of goods and services it would 
seem understandable. Yet what does not seem understandable is that 
you can pay your money, arrive on campus a full thirty minutes in 
advance of your class, and fully expect not to be able to park anywhere 
even several blocks away. Is parking a privilege or is parking a right? 
(You'd better believe it’s a privilege.) 

| have been clearly convinced that i is a tenuous and easily revokable 
privilege. If it sounds like I'm bitter its only because of my experiences 
I had a lecture to attend and attempted to find a parking place for 
approximately a half an hour. Finally in desperation found a spot 
marked with a green marker, (mine is black), some two blocks from my 
class. After rushing to the lecture late again and then returning to my 
car, | found that the city of Sacramento was to be enriched by my 
veteran's money again. | know that I am not alone i bet the first 
thing you said is “I'll take this to court, or just won't pay.” Then on 
the reverse side you read that you are about to become one of the ten 
most wanted. You are subject to a $500 fine and six months in the 
county jail (even if you are found innocent of the original charg’:) if 
you do not pay the fine. The next step is to mutter hostile vitriolic 
cliches. like “that’s justice for you” or “the bureaucrats have done it 
again” 

Well I tried that and, aside from the temporary satisfaction, 
one realizing that there is more to be said and done. For one thing, 
either stop taking fees beyond the spaces available within a reasonable 
number, say twice the space available, certainly not three times the 
capacity, then provide a moratorium on the issuance of citations. Until 
this problem can be resolved in a more reasonable fashion, it might even 
be worth while to open a lot in the far corner of the campus and 
provide a shuttle service for a fee if you don't have a sticker It would 
probably be cheaper than $13.00 per semester and one might even find 
a place for his or her smog machine without lining the pockets of the 
city police 

Perhaps this isn’t the most pressing problem, but it is something that 
can be changed if people are willing to express their opinions and 
provide some workable suggestions like a high-rise parking garage that 
could accomodate several thousand more cars. Accomplishing this we 
would probably find that we could save money on the number of 
campus policemen that now must patrol and prowl, not to protect your 
property, but to cost you more parking fees

Dr. Clyde Enroth of the English 
Department, returning this 
summer as the Ireland study 
group’s adviser, describes 
Kilkenny as “a little town left 
over from the Middle Ages.” 

The college itself, St. Kieran’s, is 
‘open fields and meadows. 


valleys, and ruined walls. You 
wouldn't be astonished to see 
sheep grazing there.’’ Yet 


Kilkenny and its shops are nearby 
and Dublin is only 70 miles away. 
The study abroad program, 
operating through Chico State 
College, offers a five-week 
summer session and four weeks of 
independent travel. 

Modern Irish literature, including 
Joyce, Yeats, and O’Casey, and 
Irish political and economic 
structure will be taught in the 
six-unit curriculum. Visits to the 
former hang-outs of James Joyce 
and to the Abbey Theatre, and 
contact with the citizens who live 
the politics of Ireland, give a third 
dimension to classroom lectures. 

“It's a painless way to soak up 
Irish culture,” remarked Dr. 
Enroth. 

Relations between residents and 
students have been painless, too,

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grown up, though, and is no longer 
wasting psychic energy attacking 
the “phonies” around him; he is 
now challenging and revealing the 
phonies inside him. There is no real 
plot although there are events; 
rather there is that rush of prose 
that can only come fiom the 
mouth of a natural speed 
freak—which we from the fifties 
should have known Holden was. 
The prose has caught the nervous 
rhythms and frightened honesty of 
the times with its alternating 
choppy phrasing and seemingly 
endless sentences 

Holden in his new disguise is now 
twenty-one, no longer curious 
about sex but still an innocent 
pretending to be jaded. He now has 
too much and yet not enough sex 


}in the person of Sarah Fleetfoot, 
_ who haunts Rudi’s soul and moves 


in and out of the pages of his mind, 
one moment a screaming harridan, 
the next all allure and mystery. 
Rudi is another in the growing line 
of mad narrators in modern fiction, 
his madness being the essential 
organizing principle of the book 
Holden/Rudi has evidently been to 
the psychiatrist just like everyone 
recommended long ago and he has 
more awareness than ever before 
We don’t need to read any more 
revelations about the world’s 
hypocrises, but we do need the 
example of this narrator’s honesty 
and insight into himself. He almost 
turns his own futility into a virtue 
by nature of his uncompromising 
honesty and awareness. And yet he 
can be as comic and witty about 
himself and his manic world as 
Holden was about those phonies 
who haunted his every step 
Perhaps in some ways he is wittier 
because this is a more consciously 


written book. We remain very 
much aware of the persona 
struggling to write his book, 


playing with words like Humbert 
Humbert, indulging in an orgy of 
words iike so many “underground 
men,”’ and loving and hating sex 
like a gay gentile Alexander 
Portnoy 

This is a very impressive and 
honest first book. That is the best 
thing that I can say about it, but 
nothing I've said can be used by the 
publisher for advertising blurbs. So 
here it is, stolen from the jacket of 
another novel that I admire

Two weeks ago a story appeared in this column concerning the plight of 
Joe Carr, one of three athletes who quit Jack Heron's basketball team. 

Carr felt that he had been handed a “bag of goods” coming to 
Sacramento State and asked to tell his story. His story appeared but 
Coach Heron felt that some of the facts were not true and asked for 
“equal time”’ to explain his side of the story. 

In an attempt to get to the truth of the situation, | asked Coach Heron if 
he would mind if Carr came with me and I could then iniciview both of 
them together. As it turned out, Heron was willing but Carr was not 

Whether the whole truthtothe situation is learned will never be known 
because only the individuals involved know what really happened. 

Yet after listening to Heron I feel his story merits attention and the 
following is his account of what happened. 

Heron’s first point is that SSC does not encourage out-of-state athletes 
to come to Sac State much leas actively recruit them. The only time an 
athlete comes from out of state to SSC is when the athlete shows an 
interest in the school. 

Heron said, ‘“‘ Because we don’t have scholarships and the out-of-state 
tuition is so high we try to discourage out-of-state athletes because we feel 
they cannot make enough money during the year to pay for the cost of 
tuition.” 


When Carr’s situation arose, Heron told him that he didn’t think that 
SSC could help him and that he (Carr) probably could not make enough 
money to pay for the tuition 

After Carr told Heron he needed a school and had offers to Seattle 
University, Heron called the Seattle U. coach, Buck Walter, in an attempt 
to get Carr in Seattle because the application deadline for SSC had already 
passed. Walter told Heron that Carr was a good student and outstanding 
individual but that he didn’t need a 5-8 guard that shoots 40 foot jump 
shots 

Heron then contacted Carr and told him that he didn’t think he could 
help him but Carr was in a bind to get into school 

“Then Carr arrived at SSC two weeks after classes had already begun 
Heron asked him what he was interested in. Carr explained that he would 
like to work in a penal institution after graduation and Heron directed 
him to see Dr. Gammage of the Police Science dept 

Afteralong two hour interview with Dr. Gammage and a hardship 
letter from Mr. Weston of the Police Science department, Carr was 
admitted to SS¢ 

In regards to the loans Carr took, Heron commented that under 
regulations he is not able to give any loans to ballplayers and when the 
situation arises, he is to direct them to the financial aids office. While Carr 
contended that Heron failed to point out the details of the loan, Heron 
really had nothing todo withit 


Heron feels that anyone is justified in criticizing his coaching techniques 
because tha! is part of the job. He is certainly not alone when being ju iged 
on techniques as every coach of just about every sport has a ““Monday 
Morning Quarterback”’ hanging around somewhere 

The reason why Carr wasn’t playing was simply because he was lacking 
vital time on the practice courts. Carr, virtue of classes conflicting with 
practice and a death in his family, missed over 30 practices. Heron said, “I 
just can’t play someone who has missed that many practices and not play 
someone who has been at practice every day. Even if he was an 
All-American he wouldn't be playing if he missed that many practices.” 

Heron has no ill feelings towards Carr but feels that the criticism lodged 
against him was unfair. He also said tha’ he had done more for Carr and 
Woodard than any other player on his team, white or black

Whether I've reached the truth surrounding this situation or not I don’t 
know.
